REMARKS 

Claims 1-19 and 21 are pending. Claims 1, 6, 15, and 17-19 have been amended. 
Claim 20 has been canceled. Claim 21 has been added, with no new matter being added 
thereby. Applicants respectfully request re-examination and re-considerafion of the pending 
claims. 

Claim 6 is objected to because of informalities, which Applicants have corrected as 
suggested by the Examiner. Accordingly, Claim 6 is in condition for allowance. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Berger 
(USPN 5,351,348). Applicants overcome the rejection, as follows: 

Claim 1 sets forth a device for supporting and positioning a neonate having a plurality 
of support members movable fi*om a first position to a second position. When in the second 
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
